X  am  prooontly  Vice  Principal  of  an  elomontary  school  in 
Tokyo  Prefoet\ire. 

X  was  oducatod  in  tho  schools  of  Japan  and  as  a  otudent 
in  the  Japanose  schools  and  lator  as  a  toachor  X  am  feuniliar 
with  tho  TariottS  subjocta  tahght  in  Japanoso  sdioole  from 
the  oleaentary  eehools  iq>  to  and  inclnding  the  Txniversities. 


Military  training  was  instituted  in  tho  school  system 
in  Japem  about  1666,  which  training  oontiruod  aftor  tho 
Japanose-Chinese  Vser  of  1696  up  to  Morld  X.*  Tollowing 
World  War  X  there  was  a  liberal  trond  in  the  schools  with 
the  result  that  little  attention  was  ^von  to  military  train¬ 
ing,  lectures  and  toaching.  This  liberal  trond  was  in 
erlstenoe  in  the  schools  until  about  1933  when  regular  Amy 
officers  were  assigned  to  the  veo'lous  ochoola  for  tho  pur¬ 
pose  of  teaching  military  subject e  and  the  giving  of  mili¬ 
tary  locturee  and  training. 


The  teaching  of  subjocta  of  a  military  nature  by  the 
regular  Any  officers  was  continued  thereafter,  such  train¬ 
ing  and  teaching  increasing  shortly  before  tho  Manchurian 
Incident  in  1931. 


Xn  1937  a  complete  roorganisation  of  the  school  system 
was  oommonced  when  Marquis  KIIX)  was  Minister  of  Education, 
which  reorganisation  wae  continued  by  Genersd  ARAEl  tdion  he 
became  Minister  of  Educationi  As  a  rosult  of  this  reorgan¬ 
isation  in  the  school  system,  more  school  time  was  devoted 
to  military  training,  teaching  and  subjects  of  a  military 
nature,  tho  domination  of  tho  military  over  the  ec^iool  system 
becoming  so  great  fifter  193?  that  the  schools  wore,  for  all 
praetio^  purposes,  completely  under  the  control  of  the 
miMtary.  All  teachers  were  required  to  cooperate  fully 
with  the  program  cf  inculcating  into  the  minds  of  the  students 
an  ultra-nsticneilistlc  and  militaristic  spirit;  Textbooks 
and  materials  changed,  becoming  of  a  decided  militaristic 
and  ultrs^nationollstic  natiiro,  tho  ourrioulun  being  so 
organised  as  to  place  primary  importance  upon  military  and 
ultra-natlonalletic  ideas.  This  training  and  teaching 
tended  to  inspire  in  the  students  a  glorification  of  war 
euid  the  idea  that  future  were  wore  necessary  and  productive 
for  J^pan;  that  it  was  the  duty,  mission  and  dostiny  of  Japan 
tc  be  the  leading  nation  in  the  Great  Tar  Bast  and  as  the 
leading  nation  to  control  the  Great  Far  last. 

That  iaDOdiately  preceding  the  Manchurian  Incident 
it  was  taUght  to  the  students  in  tho  sohools  and  alto  to 
the  Japsneae  public  that  it  was  necessary  for  Japan  to  con¬ 
trol  Manchuria  for  the  following  roaeonat  (1)  that  Man¬ 
churia  wae  tho  lifeline  of  Japan;  (3)  that  Japan  required 
the  reeouroes  of  Manchuria;  and  (3)  that  tho  blood  of  Japan¬ 
ese  soldi ere  had  been  shed  for  thia  purpose  in  the  Japanese- 
Boseo  War. 
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That  following  the  China  Inpident  of  1937  tho  atudents 
were  taxtsht  that  it  was  Japan's  holy  oission  to  control 
China  and  fores  China  to  cooperate  vith  Japan  in  further¬ 
ance  of  a  prograo  which  would  result  in  Japan' s  controlling 
the  Croat  7ar  Hast. 


That  in  tho  early  part  of  1941  the  students  were 
taught  that  Japan's  failure  to  control  China  was  due  to  the 
help  rendered  China  hy  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain* 
this  teaching  directing  the  attention  of  tho  Japanese 
.  students  and  puhlic  to  the  United  States  and  Croat  Britain 
as  Japan's  principal  oneuies  and  hy  these  mothods  and 
*  teachings  inculcating  tho  students  and  people  with  a  dosiro 
for  war  against  the  United  States  and  Croat  Britain. 


As  an  educator  in  the  elenentary  schools  and  froo  per¬ 
sonal  knowledge  and  experience  as  a  student  in  the  various 
grade  schools  of  Japan,  it  is  oy  Cpinion  that  tho  military 
training,  lectures  and  teaching  given  to.  the  studonte  in 
the  elementary  schools  had  tho  effect  of  oroating  in  the 
students  a  militariatic  and  ultra^nationalistio  spifit,  a 
glorification  of  war,  a  heliof  that  wars  wore  productive  and 
necessary,  for  the  future  welfare  of  Japan  and  that  the 
Japanese  as  a  race  were  svqperior  to  oil  other  peoples  and 
had  the  effect  of  preparing  the  students  for  future  ware 
of  aggression.
